ing for our souls, so that the world 
nmy ho Ihc lieiter."

THE Health Department oi 
. Toronto recently gathered much 
information regarding housjng con- 
ditions in the city. An un-whole- 
some degree of orercrowdtng wa» 
revealed. 

It was found thaf'the 13,574 Jndi-^ 
vidua! homes in the survey wero 
occupied by 90,272 persons, an aver-' 
age of nearly 6H to a house. Single 
houses occupied by two families 
numbered 4)3S3, and •102 single - 
houses hel4 three families each. 
Houses harboring' lodgers in addi- 
tion to the families numbered 3,954. 
There were 1,538 dilapidated huild- 
Ings .which in normal times would be 
condemned. 

Such overcrowding is prejudicial 
to the public he.ilth, and somethinE 
should he ^ done to remedy the 
matter.

'iiie first essential is cleanliness. 
One one-hundredth inch of soot has 
the same power to resist heat as ten 
inches of iron. Give the heater a 
tliorough cleaning, and stop^all nlr 
leaks in furnace and, fire pot. Sec 
that chimney and furnace pipes arc 
in .good repair, that ash-pit and 
clean-out doors arc tight, that 
smoke-pipe I3 not inserted too far 
into the chimney and Is not ob- 
structed bv Soot or other material. 

Cover all heat pipes in cellar with 
asbestos. Hot^-water and steam 
boUers should have a covering o£ 
asbestos or mineral wool.
